We  are  in  receipt  of  the  following  information  from  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Embassy  at  Warsaw,  Poland,  relative  to  Miss  Lonczak’ s  desire  to  join 
relatives  in  the  United  States  for  residence: 

nI  have  examined  with  care  the  case  of  Miss  Lonczak  and  find 
that  the  Embassy  has  communicated  with  her  regarding  the  matter 
of  her  application  for  an  immigration  visa.  Ho?fever,  as  Miss  Lonczak 
is  not  entitled  to  preference,  the  Embassy's  only  possible  action  in 
the  case  was  to  place  her  name  on  the  immigration  waiting  list  of 
intending  immigrants  as  of  April  1,  1947.  Favorable  action  will  not 
be  possible  until  a  quota  number  is  available  for  her  use. 

nThe  Polish  quota  continues  to  be  most  heavily  oversubscribed 
by  what  appears  to  be  a  never-ending  prior  demand  both  here  and 
abroad,  and  the  turn  of  Miss  Lonczak  to  apply  for  an  immigration 
visa  may  not  be  reached  before  several  years.  The  situation  is  most 
discouraging  and  almost  hopeless  for  Polish  prospective  immigrants 
of  the  nonpreference  class. 

"I  appreciate  your  interest  in  the  case  of  Miss  Lonczak  and  re¬ 
gret  being  unable  to  give  you  a  favorable  report  on  this  applicant." 

While  I  know  the  above  report  will  be  disappointing  to  you,  Mr. 
Heselton  would  want  you  to  be  advised  relative  to  the  case.  We  would 
appreciate  your  keeping  us  informed  from  time  to  time  as  to  any  report  you 
may  receive  direct  from  your  client  and  when  you  and  he  feel  that  Mr.  Hes¬ 
elton  may  be  of  assistance  by  writing  again  to  the  American  Consul,  we 
will  be  glad  to  do  so.
